kno w, the po lice co mmissio ner is u rging 
the establishment o f a special secret ser­ 
v ice fo rce fo r o peratio ns in the Italian 
q u arter and in o ther fo reign co lonies. 
In Chicago the White Hand is asking 
fo r the appo intment o f mo re Italian po ­ 
lice officers and detectiv es. 
The su g­ 
gestio n that fo reign criminals sho u ld 
l>e pu rsu ed by men who 
u nderstand 
their langu age and kno w their habits 
and tactics is as reaso nable as It is 
natu ral.

The unusual number of government 
I employes who this year are embracing 
the opportunity to cast their ballots 
indicates the intensity of interest tak­ 
en in Washington in the result of to­ 
morrow’s election. 
While the presl- 
dency, of course, is the overshadowing 
issue in the minds of electors gener­ 
ally, thousands of them are interested 
keenly—many of them personally—in 
the result of congressional campaigns 
in districts throughout the country.

We don’t w ant g overnment by ca 
p rice; we can’t afford to have it. 
T hat Is dang erous. 
W hat we want 
is absolute loy alty to the rule of 
reason, in insistence upon the de 
term ination of questions after open 
debate, in y ielding to the will of the 
m ajority after a fair opportunity 
for its ex pression, and recog nition 
of the fact that in try ing to protect 
and rojnedy defects in the super­ 
structure we must not im pair the 
foundations which are essential to 
our safety . 
So it is not merely what is done, 
but the way it is done, th a t Is Im­ 
portant. 
R ather a thousand fail­ 
ures with a strict adherence to the principles which un­ 
derlie our safety and secure the perpetuity of our in 
stitutlons than any m om entary success g ained a t the 
pries of sacrificing that which alone can mak e secure 
our ultim ate achievements. 
That method, those principles which define the m eth­ 
od, are simply that each man stands equal to his neig h­ 
bor, and th at we are not to be controlled by any cabal 
or coterie or any one abusing power, but we are to work 
throug h dem ocratic methods, by honorable representa­ 
tion of the popular will. 
American life is more wholesome today and more 
intent upon rig ht thing s; there is a quick er response to 
a demand for proper representation in politics, there 
is a sensitiveness on the p art of those having power 
lest their abuses of it should be discovered, g reater than 
at any time in our history . 
No battle has been lost. 
Many remain to be won.

PRESERVATION OF AMERICAN FORESTS. 
B y J . S. Whip p le, N. Y. Fo rest Co mmissio ners. 
All of the work in this respect done in the 
i ’nited States thus far has been larg ely ex ­ 
perimental. 
The time has now come when 
real work , based upon a g iven plan, to be con­ 
tinued and followed for y ears to come, should 
be commenced. 
Instead of planting 500,(XX) 
trees a y ear, New York State should plant 
millions of trees, and all of the people who 
have land adapted to tree raising should im­ 
mediately commence the planting of trees thereon. There 
is 110 time to waste. 
It tak es from eig hty to one hun­ 
dred y ears to g row a splendid, g reat, beautiful forest 
tree. 
A forest crop is not lik e the fanner’s crop. 
One 
is g athered in a season at the end of a few months’ or 
a y ear’s g rowth, and the other is only g athered par­ 
tially after twenty y ears and partially every succeeding 
ten y ears, and finally at the end of eig hty or ono hun­ 
dred y ears. 
It tak es time to rear a forest of commercial 
value. 
Already too much time has been thrown away . 
The State should mak e the commencement by provid­ 
ing all the money that is necessary to establish imme­ 


diately tree nurseries in proper places in which to raise 
seedling trees for distribution to all who will plant them 
under proper conditions and the supervision of the de­ 
partm ent 
These should be distributed for actual cost, 
or, better y et, if it may be done, free of cost. 
There are 50,000 persons in the State of New York 
suffering from tuberculosis. 
It has been dem onstrated 
that 50 per cent of those in the Incipient stag e may be 
cured by g oing to the Adirondack » and abiding there for 
a considerable time. 
There Is found nature's g reat sanitarium . The balsam ­ 
laden air, sweeping across 150 miles of dense woodland, 
cooled by the g reat mountain peak s, filled with ox y g en 
thrown off by the forest foliag e, produces curative quali­ 
ties for this disease bey ond the powrer of m an’s Ing enuity 
to produce in any other way . 
If one casts aside the commercial feature, reforested 
and protected, the Adirondack and Catsk ill forests, k ept 
for a health resort and a play g round, will rew ard the 
Stato for all labor and money ex pended.

all rig ht. Hut if the farm ers of the whole country should 
allow themselves to become frig htened and withhold their 
money from deposit and from circulation they can mak e 
trouble. 
The responsibility of the outcome, not of the 
orig in, of the situation seems to me to be clearly in their 
hands. 
And I believe th at they are big , broad and far­ 
sig hted enoug h to recog nize this and act according ly .— 
Saturday Evening Post.

search for ancient almanacs, says h* 
possesses the rarest collection of that 
form of literature in the world. 
Ho 
owns one of the few original copies 
of “Poor Richard’s Almanac,” issued 
by Benjamin Franklin, and a volume, 
4x5 inches, printed on a substance 
which looks like silk, issued in Spain 
in 1592 by Don Michael Fernandez 
y Perez, giving the dates of feast 
days of the year, with an axiom for 
each. 
Mr. Gladden saw in England the 
-Egyptian almanac, on which the days 
arc written in red ink on papyrus in 
columns. 
Under each 
column 
ate 
characters 
signifying 
the 
probable 
state of the weather for that day, 
It is owned by the British Museum 
and is the most highly prized almanac 
in the world. 
The 
almanac collector 
says 
the 
m ost elaborate almanac in the world 
Is that issued by the Chinese govern­ 
ment, which consists of twelve thick 
volumes. 
It 
does 
not 
deal 
with 
weather 'probabilities, but gives full 
information of lucky times and places, 
for performing acts of everyday life. 
It is relied upon 
implicitly by the 
peasant population. 
The most expen­ 
sive publication of its elm racier, Mr. 
Gladden 
says, 
is 
the 
Naut it a1 
Al­ 
manac in Great Britain, which costs 
$20,000 a year, and is directed by a 
Fellow of the Koval Society.

divided

built in each of the 2,500 divisions, 
which will mean work for twice as 
m any teachers as were needed la d 
year.

and add to it a peek of silt previously 
dissolved by soaking In warm water, ii 
pounds ground 
rice bolled to a thin 
paste and stirred in while hot, one-half 
bushel Spanish whiting and I pound 
clean glue, 
previously 
dissolved by 
soaking in cold water and then hanging 
over a slow fire in a small pot hung In 
a larger one filled with water. 
Add 
five gallons hot water to the mixture, 
stir well and let it stand a few days, 
covered from dirt. 
It should be ap­ 
plied hot, for which purpose It can be 
kept In a kettle or portable furnace.

F o r e s t r y 
Iv * p e r i m e n t 
Station**. 
Forest experiment stations will soon 
be established In a number of the na­ 
tional forest states of the west, accord­ 
ing to plans which have Just been com­ 
pleted by tile 
United States 
Forest 
Service. 
These new stations are ex­ 
pected to do the same for the develop­ 
ment of tho American forests as agri­ 
cultural experiment stations have done 
for the Improvement of the country’s 
farms. 
As a first step in this work an 
experiment Station 
has already 
been 
established on tile Coconino 
National 
Forest in the southwest, with headquar­ 
ters at Flagstaff, Ariz. Stations In other 
national 
forests 
will be 
established 
later, and It Is the Intention ultimately 
to have at least one experiment station 
in each of the silvicultural regions of 
the west. 
One of the most important parts of 
the work of the new experiment sta­ 
tions will be tile maintenance of model 
forests 
typical of the region. 
These 
areas will furnish the most valuable 
and Instructive object lessons for the 
public In general, for professional for­ 
esters, lumbermen and owners of forest 
land, and especially to the technical 
and administrative officers of the na­ 
tional forests. 
In the recently estab­ 
lished station on tile Coconino National 
Forest one of tile first problems to be 
taken up will bo the study of the re­ 
production of western yellow pine aud 
the causes of Its success and failure.— 
Washington Letter. 


F e r tilis e r s for S w e et P otatoes, 
An excessive amount of organic mat­ 
ter in the soli has a tendency to pro­ 
duce an abundant growth of vines, at 
the cost of the roots. 
On soils .that do 
not contain sufficient organic matter to 
produce a fair growth of vine, the pota­ 
toes will be small and tho yield un­ 
satisfactory. 
On lands that are deficient In organic 
matter, stable manure Is recommended 
as a fertilizer. 
Heavy applications of 
fresh manure before planting will stim­ 
ulate tho growth of both weeds and the 
vines, at tile expense of tile roots. Weil- 
rottod stable manure may be used at 
tho rate of ten to fifteen cart loads to 
the nae, spread broadcast or beneath 
the ridges, and harrowed Into the soil, 
but it is always hest to apply Hie man­ 
ure with the crop grown Hie previous 
season. 
In that way tile manure will 
become thoroughly incorporated with 
the soil and become somewhat reduced 
before the sweet potatoes are planted 
upon the land. 
Tho sweet potato Is one of the few 
Tops that thrives equally well, if not 
bettor, ujwm commercial fertilizers, as 
it does upon stable manure. 
<m the 
majority of lands the fertilizer should 
■ontain .'I to 0 per cent of nitrogen, G 
to 7 per cent of phosphoric acid and 8 
to IO IHT cent of potash. 
A mixture adapted to the growing of 
sweet potatoes oil most soils may be 
made by combining the following: Two 
hundreds pounds of high-grade sulphate 
of ammonia, 25 per cent 
pure; 
2<)0 
pounds of dried blood of HOO pounds ol 
fish scrap; 1,200 pounds of acid phos­ 
phate, ll per cent pure; 40U [Hmmis of 
high grado muriate of potash, 50 per 
<‘ent pure. 


F e r d t i i K ( . r u i n t o P a s t u r e C a w * . 
For a number of years ll has not only 
been a question with dairymen whether 
or not it pays to feed grain to cows 
when on good pasture, but the stations 
have been in grave doubt about It. On 
tills subject one tiling seems to have 
been certainly settled, and that Is poor 
or very ordinary cows, that Is, the av­ 
erage milker will not pay for the extra 
grain, and It may be further stated 
that It Im always a question if that 
kind of cow will pay even on good pas­ 
ture if you charge lier with the grass 
slie eats. 
But when It comes to the 


g o o d or (extra milking cow, then It Is 
equally well settled that even with the 
best pasture it does pay to give her 
extra ground feed. 
Professor 
Ii. luckies of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri, after treating of 
the poor milker, aptly says: 
"The con­ 
ditions are altogether 
different, 
how­ 
ever vvItll a heavy producing cow. 
It 
is not only economical, but absolutely 
necessary to feed grain in addition to 
pasture to a very heavy milker, or she 
will decline rapidly in the amount of 
milk produced. 
It Is Impossible for a 
sufficient amount of grass or roughness 
to be consumed by any animal to en­ 
able such quantities of milk and butter 
to be produced as the l>e8t cows nowa­ 
days are capable of producing. 
As long 
as a cow is producing 
not over 
on* 
pound of butt)*!* a day It is possible for 
necessary food to be secured from tbs 
pasture, but when Hie production be­ 
gins to go higher the necessity of feed­ 
ing grain comes In. 
It cannot be ex­ 
pected that any cow will produce one 
and one-half to two pounds of butter 
a day for any great length of time on 
grass alone.”— Wallace's Farmer. 
In order 
to sift out and 
know to 
which cows the grain should be fed you 
should weigh the milk. 
As a general 
rule Jerseys require seventeen, natives 
and 
Ayrshire* 
twenty-five. 
Holsteins 
near thirty pounds of milk to make one 
pound of butter. 
One thing is well 
settled, all cows shrink less on bad 
pasture w’hen fed grain, and all of theta 
do better the following winter.
